FOREST DESTRUCTION. 


The State Board oi Forestry has issued 
an address to the people in which they ask 
for any information possessed by any citi­ 
zen relating to the m atter they have in 
hand. 
The purpose of the Commission is 
to obtain all possible expressions and testi­ 
mony regarding forest destruction in Cali­ 
fornia, and its efleet u[>on the climate, 
production, water supply, etc. 
Tiiis is a 
worthy object, and should be m et by the 
people witli hearty response. 
If anybody 
ha, “ ideas,” or practical knowledge, on 
th e subject, let them communicate with 
th e Beard at San Francisco. 
It was ap­ 
p o in t'd under legislative enactm ent to 
ascertain the facts regarding our forests, 
and th e people ought therefore to aid it. 
O ur forests are confined chiefly to the 
mountains, and are used chiefly for the 
production of fuel and lumber— th at is, 
they have not an immediate relation to 
agriculture; but th eir indirect relation to 
it is in the highest degree im portant. The 
forests of tilo m ountain sidqp are powerful 
influences in regulating the evenness of 
rainfall, the retention of the waters in the 
ground, and their gradual feeding to na­ 
tural drains, thus tending to 
prevent 
violent floods, engorgement of the rivers 
and overflow upon low lands. 
They con­ 
tribute also to the life of springs and use­ 
ful stream s; 
they 
interpose to check 
violent winds, and to break the force of 
tornadoes and hurricanes; they prevent 
the too rapid m elting of snow upon the 
mountains, and foster the grow th of young 
trees, shrubs and useful heritage. 
W aste­ 
ful destruction, therefore, of forest growth 
tends to augment all th e evils of floods, ex, 
cessively dry seasons, tornadoes and storms 
to raise the tem perature in the summer and 
lower it in the w inter. 
N either the State 
nor the < ¡overnm ent forests have any 
proper watch m aintained over them . They 
are open to the destruction of whomsoever 
chaos: 
t , apply the ax and the torch. 
Probably more than eith er of these the 
hecp driven into the m ountains injure for­ 
est growth. 
They destroy the hark of new 
and tender trees; they sadly injure the 
older growth ; they tram ple the earth 
about the trunks so th at it is less absorbent 
of moisture and th u s the trees are not 
properly fed, nor the w ater properly re* 
tained in the earth. 
Some feeble efforts 
are made now and then by th e Federal 
Governm ent to protect its lim ber lands 
from denudation, hut these attem pts sel­ 
dom amount to much, while for the State 
forests there is no protection whatever. 
\\ e have loxig believed and urged th at 
it would bo true economy on the part of 
the Suite to have foresters to look after her 
intere.-ts in this direction, and prevent 
• t ipping of the hills. 
Wo arc told that 
there Is really no danger of forest degrada­ 
tion in this State, because such an abund­ 
ant growth of young trees is to he found 
beneath the shelter of the elders, and 
throughout all the m ountain region. 
But 
it is to he said in reply, th at there 
is no guarantee 
w hatever 
th at 
this 
reinforcement 
is to be spared by the 
hand of the vandal. 
Moreover, it will he 
m any years liefore this new growth can 
afford t lie protection that the elder trees 
give. 
If the new growth is to save us 
from the ills o f forest destruction, it rnnst 
l>e jealously guarded. 
W herever the peo­ 
ple know of forest destruction, it is to be 
hoped th at they will convey the informa­ 
tion to the Board of Forestry, that all the 
f. ts may he looked into and rejxirted to 
the next Legislature. 


STRIKES. 


The San Jose Mercury says that “ there 
seems to he a general conviction that 
strikes, such as have been recently w it­ 
nessed on an extensive scale, are more in­ 
jurious to the strikers than to anv one 
else. ’ 
It there is such a conviction of the 
public mind, it is sound and justified. 
A t 
th e present tim e there is a considerable 
strike being m aintained in San Francisco 
because a few non-union men are employed 
■in a given m anufacturing enterprise. 
The 
places o f the strikers are being gradually 
supplied. W ho can doubt hut th at the re­ 
sult will he to supplant th e union workers 
altogether, to encourage th e further in tro ­ 
duction of cheap labor, to call into the ac­ 
tivities of our industrial fields classes 
who will not be governed by the unions, 
lior contribute, as well-wishers of the coun­ 
try desire, to our m aterial prosperity, and 
th e scheme of Am erican civilization. Prac­ 
tically no strike of im portance has suc­ 
ceeded. 
Even apparent successes have 
l>een but tem porary surrenders, bom of a 
necessity th a t the em ployer will sooner 
o r later avoid. 
W hat w arrant is there 


forts in this direction will attain better re­ 
sults? 
T he necessity of the worker to 
labor, whereby he may supply the needs 
of those dependent npon him , will in th e 
end 
prevail. 
T he workers 
can 
bet­ 
ter give 
tlicir 
attention to 
the solu­ 
tion of the industrial problem hv arbitra­ 
tion, co-operation and profit-sharing, than 
bv attem pting to coerce the employer class 
into the surrender of an inalienable right, 
and which is no broader, and is as defensi­ 
ble as the rig h t of the worker to refuse to 
work. 
We recognize t lie labor question 
as also a social one, and therefore not to 
he treated on the plane of force. Em ployer 
and employe, m eeting on equality, are 
more likely to achieve m utually satisfac­ 
tory results than by strikes on the one 
hand and lockouts on th e other. 
The 
ability to employ, the ability to avail of 
employment, are the twro great factors in 
our social development, and force is a rude 
remedy for any disagreement between these 
elements, representing capital and labor. 
The one cannot he distressed w ithout the 
other being injured, but inevitably all re­ 
sorts th at m ust depend for th eir outcome 
upon mere punishm ent, will oftenest re­ 
sult in favor of tiie employing class, since 
it represents a few units of the problem, 
while the labor element represents a mul­ 
titude, with a 
m ultitude of demands 
iqwn it. 


A 
p r o m in e n t lady, wife of a Sen­ 
ator of the Fnited States, proposes that 
her son, say the dispatches, shall learn the 
ins and outs of journalism , and to that end 
intends to have him begin at “ the bottom 
round of th e ladder,” as she puts it—“ as 
I’olice Court reporter.”

and the need is th at no unsteady hand 
wield th e knife. 
T he last person in the 
world to put into such a position is the 
untried newspaper 
man,

there. 
I t 
is 
a 
place 
necessary to be filled by practical ability, 
and is by no means the bottom round of 
the ladder in journalism ; indeed, it may 
be doubted if there is any bottom round in 
the usually accepted sense.

ship to journalism there certainly is—a 
place for tyros; hut th at it is a bottom- 
round appreticesliip is another question. 
However m uch newspaper men may them ­ 
selves disagree on this point, on th at other 
they will be of one m ind— that the Police 
Court reporter on a city daily calls for 
practical skill, trained judgm ent, ability to 
w ithstand tem ptation, capacity to judge 
fairly between men, a merciful heart, and 
a sense of duty quickened by experience. 
I t is not the place for a prentice hand.

The discovery of thegolden 
nuggets that formed the beds ot her rivers 
and streams, first brought her to the notice 
of the civilized world like the flash of a 
m ighty m eteor.

expensive to be reached by the great masses, 
who are clam oring for cheap fruit. W hen­ 
ever fruit can be placed upon the Eastern 
m aiket at a price w ithin the reach of the 
laboring classes, then, and not till then, 
will the source of supply be taxed. 
Then 
will every individual who raises food fruit 
find ready sale for his entire c ro p ; then 
will the fruit belt of northern and central 
California yield golden returns, and this 
section of the State prove to be, w hat we 
alw ays have claimed for it, the most valu­ 
able upon the coast.

it means building up our fruit business to 
im m ense proportions and finding m arket 
at reasonable rates for all we raise.

In drinkingliot w ater it should be sipped, 
and not drunk so fast as to distend the 
stomach and m ake it feel uncomfortable. 
From fifteen to thirty m inutes may be con­ 
sum ed in drinking the hot water. A period 
of six m onths is generally required to wash 
out the fiver and intestines thoroughly. 
Not more than half a pint of hot water 
should be drunk with the meals. To m ake 
the beverage palatable, or to medicate it, 
arom atic spirits of am m onia, clover blos­ 
som, ginger, lemon juice, sage, salt or sul­ 
phate of magnesia are sometimes added. 
W here there is intense thirst or dryness a 
pinch of chloride of calcium or of nitrate 
of potash m ay be added to allay the thirst 
and leave a m oistened 
film 
over the 
parched and dry mucous surface. 
W hen 
there is diarrhea, cinnam on, ginger and 
pepper m ay bo boiled in the hot water 
and the quantity lessened. 
For con­ 
stipation, 
a 
teaspoonful 
of 
sulphate 
of 
magnesia, or 
half 
teaspoon ful of 
taraxacum , m ay be used in hot water. 
Inebrity has a deadly foeiu this use of hot 
water. 
All thirst and dry mucous m em ­ 
brane disappear in a few days, and a moist 
condition of the mucous m em brane and 
skin takes place. The relaxing influence 
of the heat inside the alim entary canal re­ 
lieves spasms and colic of ihe bowels, just 
as heat outside the abdomen relieves. 
Hot 
water dilutes the ropy secretions of the 
whole body, and renders them less adhe­ 
sive and tenacious. 
It dissolves the abnor­ 
mal crystalline substances that may be in 
the blood and urine. 
It washes out the 
stomach and leaves it fresh and clean for 
eating, 
ft promotes elim ination every­ 
where. As we are 75 cent, of water, io 
keep from stagnation we need continual 
renewal. The universal use of hot bevera­ 
ges at meal times ¡3 based on a physiologi­ 
cal necessity. 
If hot w ater in d u e q u 11- 
tities be taken between meals, there will he 
hut little need of taking water at meals.—

Seeing 
him in the same position yesterday m orn­ 
ing, lie concluded to investigate. Tlie in­ 
dications were that tlie Celestial fastened 
the cord to a tim ber while standing upon a 
bench, then fastened it about his neck and 
kicked the bench away. 
He was a middle- 
aged m an, and did not Took like a person 
who had been sick. A bundle of his cloth­ 
ing was found in tlie cabin. 


A K ilk en n y C at F ight. 
It appears to us tbat Attorney-General 
M arshall has been misjudged by m any in 
this railroad tax m atter. 
AVithoiit any at­ 
tem pt to m ake him greater or better than 
he is, or to belittle Controller Dunn for his 
connection w ith the affair, we would re­ 
spectfully call the attention of those who 
think that M arshall acted in bad faith to 
the fact th at he accepted that portion of 
the railroad tax tendered him w ithout 
prejudice to the case then pending. Tlie 
whole history of tlie case shows a disposi­ 
tion on the part of a certain lot o f m en to 
break M arshall down rather than a wish to 
do the best for the State. This Kilkeuny 
cat tight in the Democratic party is no af­ 
fair of ours, but inasm uch as it is going on 
we have a right, as a spectator, to express 
an opinion us to the probable motives 
which have involved M arshall in a row 
w ith his party. 
Aside lrom its character as sim ply a 
Democratic family quarrel, everybody has 
an inteiest in this m atter and ought to de­ 
sire to see justice done im partially. The 
responsibility for the m anagem ent of the 
case, of course, rests upon the Attorney- 
General, and the sim ple fact that through 
a decision of the Suprem e Court it was 
deemed advisable by D unn to do now what 
he should have done before, does not sig­ 
nify that M arshal has scored a point in the 
fight, or that through him the anti-m onop­ 
olists have been balked. The acceptance 
of a portion of the railroad taxes did not 
prejudice tbe case, since, as heretofore 
stated in the Peoples Cause. and as Mar­ 
shal’s enemies themselves admit, the decis­ 
ion ot the Supreme Court rested upon the 
narrow technicality of a fence I 
Certainly 
his acceptance and" tender to the State of a 
portion of the railroad taxes without preju­ 
dice to the case did not lead to the discov­ 
ery of this slight canse—this side-issue— 
upon which the decision turned against the 
State, nor did the fact of Controller D unn's 
holding out to the last m om ent against the 
acceptance of so m uch o f the taxes as Mar­ 
shal, in his capacity as Attorney-General, 
could collect, establish Dunn s reputation 
in unprejudiced m inds as a purer specimen 
of the anti-m onopolist than the other party 
to the controversy. 
AVe regard the whole m atter, from the 
extra session down to the final ^ ungraceful 
acquiescence to M arshall’s original propo­ 
sition to the State to take the m oney w ith 
a chance to still recover the balance, as 
sim ply the work of demagogues desirous 
of m aking reputations at the expense of 
the State, 
A terrible bill ol expense was it 
to this State, to say nothing of the interest 
on money which has lain idle in the hands 
ol the Attorney-General for so 
m any 
m onths through the obstinate purpose of 
some so-called patriots to be recognized as 
the only pure and good men in high posi­ 
tions in' the Democratic party ! T his party 
brawl does not concern us as a partisan, 
nor affect our Dosition as opposing first, 
last and all the tim e the aggressions of 
monopolists, and insisting that they be 
compelled to abide by our laws the same as 
individuals, but the facts do w arrant our 
conclusions. — The People s Cause.

A n In te re stin g C h a p te r for S chool T ru s­ 
tees, T each ers an d P aren ts. 
T lie ch ild ren spend five or six hours 
every d ay in school, and this lasts for ten 
m o n th s in * he year. 
N early all begin to go 
soon after they are six —som etim es they 
en ter still younger, and 
m ost children 
co n tin u e to go u n til they are tw elve or 
fourteen. 
Som e few do not leave school 
u n til they are tw enty or older. 
T h at is, for 
tw enty or th irty hoiirs o f each w eek the 
children are bro u g h t together in great 
m asses at th e tim e w hen they are m ost af­ 
fected by external influences. 
In th e co u n ­ 
try these m asses m ay n o t exceed tw enty or 
tw enty-five in n u m b e r; 
th ere are few 
schools s m a lle r; b u t in th e villages and 
th e cities th e schools som etim es equal or 
exceed two h u n d red . 
T h e conditions of 
safety w here so m an y children gather need 
careful consideration. 
Som e years ago, w hen th e atten tio n of 
an intelligent school officer w as called to 
certain defects in som e o f th e school b u ild ­ 
ings un d er his care, h e replied : 
“ O ur 
school-house is no w orse th an those in 
o th er cities.” 
T h e rem ark w as u n d o u b t­ 
edly tru e. 
B ut does poison becom e any 
less poison w hen five thousand nie exposed 
to Us effects th an w hen th e danger is con­ 
fined to fifty? 
liv ery one know s th a t a 
jail, a prison or a lar^e insane asylum has 
a p ecu liar odor, som etim es increasing even 
to a stench. 
O ccasionally a visitor to a 
large 
school-house 
perceives th e sam e 
o lo r. 
It is n atu re's red Hug to proclaim 
danger ahead. 
H w m m y s hool-room s are properly 
v en tilated ? 
P u re a ir is the first requisite 
to health. 
O xygen is as free as the heaven. 
U nless all th a t is required is furnished to 
the body through th e lungs th e fire w ith in 
is checked 11s surely as closing the draft 
[Hits out a tire in th e stove. If there is even 
a jw rtial lack in th e scliool-room , th e child 
becom es dull an d w eary. H ow m uch o f the 
stupidity of w hich m an y teachers com plain 
has its canse in lack o f good, ¡aire b reath ­ 
ing oxygen ? 
T h e dull boy is keen enough 
w hen at play in th e opeu a i r ; then his 
blood bounds th ro u g h his veins, tingling 
w ith life an d pow er. 
In m ost localities great care is now ex er­ 
cised to prevent any child from atten d in g 
school from fam ilies w here certain d is­ 
eases, fully recognized as contagious, are 
p rev alen t.’ 
M uch good has been accom ­ 
plished. Too great caution cannot be ex er­ 
cised w ith scarlet fever and d iphtheria. 
T he attendance o f pupils from these hom es 
m ust be prevented. 
B ut th e exclusions are 
n o t com plete. 
F u rth e r stejis should be 
taken in th e interests o f the little ones. 
V ery oiten a child has only a slight sore 
th ro at. 
T h e parents can see no occasion 
for keeping him at hom e. 
B ut this sore 
throat is actually a case of m ihl d iphtheria, 
o r possibly o f incipient scarlet fever. 
T he 
result show s th at the carelessness 
has 
sow ed th e seeds o f th e disease broadcast. 
These are some of the special dangers to 
which the children arc- exposed in schools. 
Too much care cannot be taken to make 
them all safe. 
Every precaution should be 
used, and all possible avenues through 
which they can spread disease closed. 
The 
children mean the country of to-morrow. 
They are everything. 
A ll other considera­ 
tions should give place to their preservation 
in sound health.— Le Roy f . Griffin in Chi­ 
cago Current.
